It it be required, Whether or not Chriſt's ſureti- 
hip is alſo of the nature of fſuretiſhip for one's per- 
* forming of a deed ? or, Whether Chriſt became ſure-

7A ſhould believe, repent, and perform ſincere obedi- 
| ; ence! I antwer, Though the elect's believing, re - 
1 penting, and ſincere obedience, are infallibly ſecured 
| in the covenant ; fo that whoſoever, being ſubjects 
capable of theſe things, do live and die without them, 
ſhal! undoubtedly perith, and are none of God's elect: 
yet I judge, that Chriſt did not become furecy in the 
covenant, in way of caution to his Father, that the 
celect ſtould perform theſe deeds, or any other; and 
that the way of ſpeaking doth not ſo well agree with 
the {cripture account of the covenant.
